AFTER INDIAN SCOUT 
■Something 
of 
a 
sensation 
was 
sprung in the ranks of pioneer Tex­ 
ans and Oklahomans at present en­ 
gaged in a controver8ey as to the ori­ 
gin of the Chisholm trail, by Colonel 
C. C. Slaughter of (Dallas, Tex., one 
of the greatest cattlemen of the Lone 
Star astate, who in a letter to J. B. 
Thoburn of Oklahoma City declares 
that the famous cattle trail was not 
named after John Chisholm at all, 
but after a half-breed Indian by the 
name of Chisholm. The letter to Mr.

was written 
by

C. 
Slaughter, Jr., 
a son 
of the colonel, 
and is as follows: 
“Your letter of the 8th instant ad­ 
dressed to Colonel Slaughter has been

there to market. The colonel requests 
me to say that so far afs he knows 
Colonel John Chisholm never drove 
any cattle to Abilene, Kau.”
